Without Accurate Accounts No Form 
of Business Can Be Succtffsfully 
Carried On. 


Accountancy, which is the science 
of system atizing business, has a his­ 
tory th a t ru n s back a t least 4,000 
years. 
V ery early in tile development 
of n ations it w as found that in com­ 
m erce as well as in the affairs of state, 
sy stem atic an d careful account-keep­ 
ing w ore indispensable. 
These sys­ 
tem s were, a t first, crude and labori­ 
ous, hut th ey a t least kept the finances 
of the nation an d the m arts of trad e 
from being chaotic. 
T he invention of double entry book­ 
keeping early in the fifteenth century 
by the m e rch an ts and bankers of Ven­ 
ice gave to th e com merce of E urope an 
invaluable tra d e instrum ent, and one 
w ithout w hich th e great com mercial 
enterprises of th e later centuries could 
hardly h ave existed. 
And so it h as been on down to th e 
present tim e; th e re has been a parallel 
progress betw een the accom plishm ents 
of com m erce and the science of ac­ 
counting, and it is known to every m an 
in business flint tile form er could not 
continue w ithout the latter. 
Even the 
most unbusinesslike people know this 
much, and we can hardly im agine an y ­ 
one silly enough to attem p t to carry 
on any kind of a business enterprise 
w ithout keeping books. 
Bookkeeping, as a form al subject of 
study, is ta u g h t in m ost of th e public 
and p rivate schools of this country, 
lint it is only th a t form of bookkeeping 
th a t applies to tile affairs of th e iner­ 
r a n t or the shopkeeper. 
T h e public 
has yet to le arn that bookkeeping Is 
quite as n ecessary to the prosperity of 
tile w agew orker, the salaried rnnn, the 
farm er and the housekeeper as it is to 
the shopkeeper, tile m erchant or the 
m anufacturer.— Exchange.
